Claim Objections 

1. Claims 43-54 are objected to because of the following informalities: The new 
claims are objected to as not being in proper format, i.e. underlined. In paper dated 
8/7/2006, applicant stated that the new claims do not have to be underlined and cited a 
section of the MPEP. However, that section applies to regular applications for patent, 
not reissue applications for patent. 37 CFR 1.173(b)(2) and 1.173(d)(2) apply to reissue 
patent applications and the new claims must be underlined. Appropriate correction is 
required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102
